REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 
March 12, 1969 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Clifford 
R. Bryer, at 8:00 p.m. 

The results of balloting on Article 1, 2, 3, and 4 on Tues- 
day, March 11, 1969, were read by the Moderator. 

Article 5. Howard L. Gale, for the Finance Committee, 
moved that the budget be accepted as printed except for the 
items of Town Officer’s Salaries, Police Department, Health 
Department Including Hospitals, and Town Dump and Gar- 
bage Removal. This motion was seconded. 

.On a motion by Joseph J. R. Francoeur, for the FC, it 
was voted that the Tax Collector’s Salary be set at 1% of 
the taxes collected with a maximum salary of $3,000.00. 

On a motion by Ellery F. Atwood, it was voted to accept 
the Police Department budget item as printed. 

Mr. Gale, for the FC, moved that the budget item Health 
Department Including Hospitals be deleted from the budget. 
This was duly seconded and received a negative vote. 

On a motion by Winslow B. Krueger the budget item Town 
Dump and Garbage Removal was accepted as printed. 

The budget was then approved as printed and amended. 

Article 6. On a motion by Roland D. Estabrook, the 
reports of Town Officers were accepted as printed. 

Article 7. On a motion by Mr. Atwood, it was voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 8. Clifford P. Muessig moved that the Selectmen 
be authorized to sell property acquired by Tax Collectors 
Deed or through Old Age Assistance; or any other property 
not used for public purposes. This was duly seconded. 

(ES Be ee 
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On a motion by George D. Baker, Jr., it was voted to 
amend Article 8 to include *‘Such sales shall be duly adver- 
ti zed’’. 

The main article then received a favorable vote. 

Article 9. Moderator Bryer quoted a letter from the State 
Tax Commissioner stating that this article could not be le- 
gally acted upon as the state law requires that only the amount 
of tax due appear on the tax bill. 

On a motion by Lucien M. Cloutier it was voted to dis- 
cuss this Article under Article 25. 

Article 10. Horace R. Williams moved that the Town raise 
and appropriate $2,500.00 to erect a chain link fence and 
gates at the town dump. This was seconded. 

Mr. Francoeur moved that the article be amended to read 
$200.00 for gates. This was seconded but received a nega- 
tive vote. The main motion was then accepted as printed 


by a vote of 69 to 3}. 

Article 1]. It was voted to have the Town request the 
assistance of the New Hampshire State Tax Commission 
to make a complete reappraisal of all real estate within the 
Town and appropriate $8,000.00 therefor. This money to be 
‘put into an interest bearing account until needed. 

Article 12. On a motion by Mr. Atwood, 1t was voted to 
raise and appropriate $75.00 for the use of the Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

Article 13. On a motion by Mr. Atwood, it was voted to 
raise $400.00 for the purchase of chairs for the Town Hall. 

Article 14. Mr. Atwood moved that the Town amend the 
Building Code and Safety Ordinanee as follows: ‘‘Article 
IV, Section I, to delete the following three sentences: 
‘Whereas in certain cases there is no objection by more 
than one property owner in the general vicinity of where a 
trailer is to be parked a special permit for parking such 
tr aler may be issued by the Board of Selectmen.’ 

‘This permit shall be valid for a period not to exceed 
90 days, and shall not be renewed without special exemption 
from the Board of Selectmen.’ 

‘The fee for such a permit will be $10.00 payable to the 
Town of Newton.’ 

and to add the following sentence: 

“Trailer Parks and Mobile Home Parks as authorized by 
the Board of Selectmen shall be exempt from the provisions 
of this section.’ | 

This motion was seconded. 

On a motion by John F. Cronin, the article was amended 
to:.zead: ef fies, - Existing Trailer Parks and Mobile Home Parks 
shall be exempt from the provisions of this section. Trailer 
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Parks and Mobile Home Parks may not be authorized by 
Selectmen but must be brought before the People at the 
Annual Town Meeting or a Special Town Meeting for approval.’’ 

This main motion, as amended, was then approved. 

Article 15. Mr. Atwood moved that the Town amend 
Article VI, Section VI, of the Building Code and Safety 
Ordinance to read as follows: ‘‘A fee of one cent per square 
foot with a minimum fee of $5.00 shall accompany each 
application for a permit.’’ This motion was seconded. 

Robert L. Stevenson moved tl at this article be amended to 
read that a fee of $10.00 accompany each application. This 
motion was seconded but received a negative vote.

Trustees of Gale Library this year, in their responsibil- 
ities to provide townspeople with the best possible services 
and attain the goal set by the library officials within the 
state, have hired an assistant librarian.

-REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many 
fires. Carelessness in burning trash and discarding smok- 
ing material and children playing with fire caused most of 
the fires. Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier 
if everyone understood the State laws that govern the kind- 
ling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follow: 


FIRE PERMIT 

A’ fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush buming. Such 
burning is restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 am. 
and after 5:00 p.m. 


EXCEP TIONS 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime 
a 


ay 
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under normal conditions with permission of the District 
Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property 
with written permission of the landowner and permission of 
the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in a 
hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in. the White 
Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required 
in public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been 
built for this purpose. 


PENALTIES 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200 
fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 
9. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly 


that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is $500 
or one year’s imprisonment. 


8. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire 
before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) above. 
4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, 
Maximum fine is $25.00. 
Fire prevention 1s a personal matter and a good habit. 
Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.

NEWTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 1969 


The Conservation Commission has completed it’s third year 
of existance with a growing awareness of its responsibilities 
to the town of Newton for the preservation of its natural 

resources, its rural beauty anc its historical documents. 

The President of the United States has directed the whole 
country to begin programs to help with environmental con- 

trol and to repair the damage already done to our natural 

resources through pollution and waste. Toward this end the 
Conservation Commission has rededicated its efforts. 

The highlight of this year’s activities was the acquisition 

of a Hayford carriage, made at the turn of the century in 

Newton, through the work of Mrs. Roland Rogers and Mrs. 

James Corton. The carriage was displayed at Town Meeting 

and shares in it were purchased by the people of Newton. 

The majority of this year’s appropriation went toward the 

purchase of aerial photographs of the Town ‘rom which maps 

will be made to index open land available for urban use, or 

that which should remain in a natural state for pollution con- 

trol, future water supplies, wildlife protection and scenic 
areas. 

The street tree replacement program was begun this year 
with flowering crabs as the choice of tree because of its 
beauty, hardiness and medium height characteristics. Many 

more than funds were available for were requested by towns- 

people, but hopefully this program can be expanded in the 
future. One hundred autumn olive bushes were planted and 

mulched by Commission members on Thornell Rd. as an 

erosion control and as an enhancement of the natural beauty 


of the area. wal 
Clean-Up Week was sponsored by the Commission this year 


as a community effort involving many youth organizations 
of Newton. 

The Commission has entered into an agreement with the Sel- 
ectmen, as provided by state law, that any money appropri- 
ated by the town or given by individuals for the use of the 
Conservation Commission may be held in an account until 
they are needed and not turned back to the town yearly. 
This will enable the Commission to increase its holdings 
and apply for matching funds from state and federal agen- 
cies and also to have immediate money available for land 
& 
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acquisition or surveying if it 1s deemed that such land in in- 
dispensable to the future protection of the town. From the 
$75.00 appropriated at the 1969 Town Meeting, $28.00 were 
spent on trees and shrubs and the remainder on aerial photo- 
graphs. 
The Commission would like to stress the fact in 1970 that 
our hands and minds are tools for the use of the citizens of 
Newton. We hope you will join with us in suggestions for 
future conservation projects, work with us financially and 
manually in carrying these out and care about the future and 
past of Newton.

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REPORT OF THE NEWTON PLANNING BOARD 


In the year 1969, the activities of the Planning Board were 
concentrated primarily on reviewing plot plans and sub-divi- 
sion plans that were submitted to the Board. 

Enforcement of the Laws for <ecording plot plans by the 
Registra of Deeds at Exeter has made it necessary that the 
Planning Board review all plot plans prior to their recording. 
In future years, persons involved in searching titles and 
examining recorded plot plans will be thankful for the labors 
of the present Planning Boards. 

Final reviews and corrections to the long awaited Master 
Plan for the Town of Newton were made in mid 1969. De- 
livery of the complete Master Plan is expected early in 1970. 
Many hours were spent in reviewing and revising the pro- 

posed Zoning Ordinance. After required public notice, and 
hearings proposed Zoning Ordinance with corrections will 
be presented to the town for a public vote of approval at the 
regular election in March 1970.
